TEXAS INTERNATIONAL CO. 

The CODDllissionannounced that on November 10 in this pending reorganization case 
under Chapter 11 of the Bankruptcy Code, the u.S. Bankruptcy Court for the Western 
District of Oklahoma approved the filing of a class proof of claim alleging securities 
fraud against Texas International Co. At the hearing on this issue, the CODDllission 
had asserted, consistently with its position in other cases, that class proofs of 
claim are permitted by the Bankruptcy Code and are an efficient and appropriate way
to handle small claims in bankruptcy proceedings. (In re Texas International Co.,
No. 88-02672-8H, Bankr. WDOK). (CR-380)

ALLEGHENY INTERNATIONAL, INC. 

The CODDllissionannounced that on November 10 it filed a brief in support of an appeal
to the district court taken by representatives of a class of allegedly defrauded Alle
gheny International, Inc. security holders arguing that class proofs of claim are per
missible in bankruptcy proceedings. The CODDllissionalso argued that, in the event 
the district court denies the class claim, the debtor should be required to notify
members of the class of the necessity of filing individual proofs of claim prior to 
the bar date set by the court.

INVESTMENT COMPANY ACT REWSES 

ACACIA CAPITAL CORPORATION 

An order has been issued exempting Acacia Capital Corporation, Acacia National Vari
able Life Insurance Account B, and certain life insurance companies and variable life 
insurance separate accounts from Sections 9(a), 13(a), 15(a), and 15(b) of the Invest
ment Company Act and Rules 6e-2(b)(15) and 6e-3(T)(b)(15) to permit mixed and shared 
funding.

MBL GROWTH FUND 

A notice has been issued gIvIng interested persons until December 16 to request a 
hearing on an application filed by MBL Growth Fund, Inc. and MAP-Government Fund, Inc.

Company Act to permit them to file financial statements signed or certified by an 
independent public accountant selected at a board of directors meeting held within 60 
days after the beginning of each Applicants' respective fiscal year.

HOLDING COMPANY ACT RELEASES 

CONSOLIDATED NATURAL GAS COMPANY; CENTRAL POWER AND LIGHT COMPANY 

Notices have been issued giving interested persons until December 12 to request a 
hearing on a proposal by the following companies filed under Release 35-24749, dated 
November 17: CONSOLIDATED NATURAL GAS COMPANY (CNG) - a registered holding company, 
to form CNG Financial services, Inc., a subsidiary, to engage in the investment in 
leveraged leases. CNG and Financial propose that Financial will, from time to time,
through December 31, 1989 obtain necessary funding from Consolidated for leverage
leasing through (a) the sale of up to 10,000 shares of Financial common stock, $10,000 
par value; (b) open account advances; (c) credit agreement loans; or (d) long-term 
loans, in any combination of the foregoing and in such amounts that the aggregate
outstanding amount so obtained from Consolidated for leveraged leasing will not at 
any time exceed $100 million. It is further proposed that Financial will seek invest
ment firm(s) for the purpose of together forming joint venture(s) to invest as equity
participations in leveraged leases; and CENTRAL POWER AND LIGHT COMPANY - subsidiary
of Central and South West Corporation, to lease to non-affiliate third parties excess 
space in two office buildings owned by CP&L in Corpus Christi, Texas.
